At  the  tins  of  sighting,  the  Professor  of  Air  Science  and  TaetlcSf 
Unlrerslt^  of  Qeorglaf  (Reporting  Officer)  ves  flying  a C-h6  betvem 
Robbins  Air  Force  Base,  Qeorgla,  and  Dobbins  Air  Force  Base,  Oeorgla.  ^ 
Landing  at  Dobbins  AF3  at  approadjaate]^  2100  hours.  At  2035  hours, 
the  tins  of  the  reported  sighting,  I estiaate  general  elo^ods  oororing 
■ost  of  the  area  to  the  north  and  northeast  In  the  direotlon  of  Athens, 
Oeorgla,  as  wall  as  in  the  local  area.  I saw  no  local  traffic  but 
heard  it  on  Channel  B calling  Dobbins,  a distance  of  approadnatelx  60 
nautical  alias ^west  of  Athens.  Visibility  was  coogjaratlTely  low  at 
U,000  to  U,500  I estiaate  that  any  traffic  at  6,500  feet  or  above 
would  hare  been  obscured  by  dlouds.  No  flight  in  or  out  of  Athens  was 
schedulad  at  that  tins  nor  is  Athens  on  mj  airway.
